All-fioiiiMl Cattle. 


Engliati Fanner*

The cry ia nowadays, "Give us the good 


all-round animal." We think there is an 
element of error in this. Carry out this 
idea to an extreme, and you blot out the 
distinctive characteristics oi every breed 
of animals existing. So one animal can 
do everything best, says the Edinburg 
Farming Worli. As in the mechanical, 
so iii the animal world, there must be a 
division of labor. We owe all the improve- 
ment of the present day in all classes of 
domestic live stock to special breeding for 
a definite purpose. Let the breeder of a 
racehorse try to combine the strength of 
the Clydesdale or Shire with the speed of 
his thoroughbred, and the result is an in- 
crease of strength, but a reduction of speed. 
So, let a breeder try to obtain the size of 
the Leicester with the hardihood of the 
blackface ; does he get it ? Xo ; he gets an 
excellent animal, but utterly unsuitable 
for enduring the hardships through which 
the pure blackface must live, and, on the 
other hand, it will not produce so much 
mutton in a given time as the pure Leices- 
ter. 
Our remarks are especially intended 


for cattle. Al! food is composed of cer- 
tain well-defined elements or compounds. 
Jlilk and flesh— including in the term 
flesh all that goes to build up the body of 
an animal— milk and flesh are, roughly, 
composed of the same elements, and if an 
animal takes a certain portion of its food 
to make milk, so much less is available for 
making flesh. It seems to us that we must 
take onrchoice, one or the other. We can- 
riot have both in the highest perfection. 
The Jersey breeder wanted butter. lie 
got it, but bad to give up flesh. The 
Ayrshire breeder yielded a little, and said. 
"I want a lot of milk." 
He got it, but 


had to give up a little butter fat. The 
founders of the Shorthorn breed said, "We 
•want flesh." They got it, but in the case 
of those having the greatest tendency to fat- 
ten, they had to sacrifice milk production. 


The true solution of the problem is to 


breed the animal with special qualifications 
for the purpose for which it is intended. 
If a cow is wanted for a town dairy, a deep 
milker with a fair tendency to fatten is 
the best. If a farmer lives up in the coun- 
try where dairying is not profitable, then 
an animal with the greatest tendency to 
fatten is the best. Some may say : "That's 
all right, but if the heavy milker is not 
turning her food into milk, will she not 
turn it into flesh ?" We think not to such 
perfection as .pne bred distinctly for pro- 
ducing beef. Xature comes to our rescue 
and teaches us here. If the Jersey is not 
giving milk, does it produce as much flesh 
as the well-bred shorthorn on the same 
pasture? Emphatically, no. Go through 
any herd of Ayrshires in milk, and if you 
see one thai, is carrying more flesh than its 
neighbors, that cow is not doing its duty 
at the pai!. 
Depend upon it, though the 


old breeders might be charged with being 
unscientific, they were shrewd men ; and, 
whilst we gladly welcome any help from 
any source, we shall be wise 10 sit at their 
feet, and, like them, breed our animals 
with qualifications for distinct purposes, 
and not aim ai the impossible in trying to 
make them best for everything.— Halto.

WHEX TO 1'KUSK. 


Summer pruning is advocated 
by 


many. Howiiver, we cannot cut away 
the foliage of any plant without to some 
i'xtent, impairing its vitality. It would 
appear then that the next best season is 
(luring the dormant period, liural jVejc 
Torker has long been of tlie opinion that 
the best time to prune is not to prune at 
all, except it may be in the case of 
grapevines and other plants that must 
be restrained. For example is taken a 
young pear or apple-tree. Just as soon 
aa a hud appears which is in the wrong 
place rub it off. The tree receives no 
check and symmetry and any desired 
size may be thoroughly controlled. 
This 


method of restrain.! may he applied even 
to peach trees, wbich bear their fruit 
upon the food of the preceding year. 


The authority quoted says that there 


need be little doubt that the longevity 
of frait trees is lessened by cutting off 
branches. Even though the hark ulti- 
mately grows over the wound, the wood 
will have been exposed to the air long 
enough to have begun the process of de- 
cay which will in time affect tlie younger 
outer portions of the live wood, and 
these parts will be the first to succumb 
to high winds.

In view of the large amount of hay 


that is likely to be shipped from this 
country to Europe this year, the com- 
mittee appointed by the New York pro- 
duce exchange, have offered the follow- 
ing classifications for adoption: 


Prime timothy hay shall be pure timo- 


thy properly cured, bright, natural color, 
sound and well baled. 


No. 1 hay shall be timothy, not more 


than one-quarter (}) with other tame 
grasses properly cured, bright color, 
sweet, sound and well baled. 


Xo. 2 hay shall include all timothy not 


good enough for Xo. 1, proportionately 
mixed with other tame grasses, sweet 
sound and well baled. 


Xo. 3 hay shall include all hay not 


good enough for other grades, not over 
one-third (t) clover, but may be natural 
meadow, free from wild or bog, sweet 
sound and well baled. 


Clover mixed hay shall include all hay 


containing not over two-thirds (S) clover 
and one-third (i) timothy, properly cur- 
ed sweet, sound and well baled. 


No grade or rejected hay shall include 


all hay badly cured musty, stained, or in 
any way unsound. 


WIDE WAGOX TIKES XEEDtI>. 


It is only a question of time when 


broad wagon tires will bo seen on all our 
wagons employed for hauling merchan- 
dise and freight the same as may be seen 
in all the capitals ot Europe. 
The Onta- 


rio department of agriculture has sent 
out a valuable special report, or bulletin, 
setting forth the treatment necessary to 
make, as well as to maintain, good roads. 
The report says the repairing of roads 
once a year (the usual plan) ia wrong in 
principal, as almost always it is done in 
the spring, the good effects disappear- 
ing before the time foi fall and winter 
travel sets in. 
The report strongly 


commends the movement in favor "of 
wide tires for draft vehicles. It says it 
has been prove.! by repeated experiments 
that wheels with tares two and one-hall 
inches wide cause double the wear of 
wheels which have four and one-half 
inch tires. The wide tire has a tendency 
to roll the roadbed and keep it smooth 
at the same time, while the narrow one 
cots it up and requires more hauling 
force for the same weight of load be- 
tides spoiling the thoroughfare. Most 
of the European countries hdve laws re- 
gulating this matter.

Sheep Raising a Profit. 


The best time to buy sheep is in late 


summer or fall. It will soon be in orde 
to couple slieep, and as early lambs add 
largely to the profit the management ot 
sheep in the fall is as important as dur- 
ing any other season. Tlie ram should 
be pure bred and procured from a flock 
where the sheep are thrifty. All ewes 
that are not robust, or which show the 
least evidence of unsotindness, should be 
discarded. By careful selection 
and 


bringing the ewes into the winter in 
good condition they will have no diffi- 
culty in withstanding the cold, and their 
lambs will tie strong and thiifty in the 
early portion of the year. Dogs can be 
kept from sheep by judicious use of barb- 
ed n ire, the lower strand being on the 
ground, or buried two inches beneath 
the surface, and the next strand four 
inches above the lower oue. Sheep do 
not often receive injury from barbed 
wire, the wool being a protection. If 
dogs can be kept from sheep they can be 
raised witli but little labor, and xvill par- 
tially support themselves while plants 
are growing, both weeds and grass being 
consumed by them, and they will enrich 
the soil with their droppings, which are 
evenly distributed and trodden in. 


AVuen fanners recognize that wool is 


not the only product of sheep they will 
improve their llocka and make larger pro- 
fits. 
AVhile there are individual sheep 


with good recoulsas producers of heavy 
fleeces, yet the ;-verage elii-ping of wool 
is not over four pounds [x;r sheep, due 
to breeding sheep that can thrive on 
scanty pastures aud ignoring size. The 
present iiocks can be almost entirely 
changed in two seasons, and at less ex- 
pense than with any other class of slock. 
In England the farmers have ceased to 
attach importance to woo!, breeding for 
mutton and lamb, with wool as a second- 
ary product, and tlie long experience of 
the English farmer should be a guide to 
farmers in this country. In England 


i he fanners pays a high rent and uses 
roots as a special food for sheep, the ob- 
ject being to produce a mutton of choice 
quality. In our 'arge markets choice 
mutton sells readily, hut it must, bi< ad- 
mitted that the large number of inlprior 
sheep that mich the markets assist in 
keeping down prices to a ccrlain extent, 
yet those farmers who have .'ent good 
ones to market have not, been disappoint- 
ed in profits. 


The Southdown, Oxford and Shrop 


shire breeds have become favorites with- 
in tiie past five years, and the Dorsets 
(known as being very prolific and hardy) 
are being largely Introduced. The Uor- 
sets will sometimes produce lambs twice 
a year-a very desirable characteristic— 
and will sometime take the lead in con- 
sequence. The common sheep may be 
used as a foundation as they are hardy 
and well adapted to the climate. With 
selected rams and the wethers sold off as 
soon as they are ready for maiket, re- 
taining the best ewes produced the im- 
provement will be rapid, as the lambs 
more frequently take the characteristics 
of the sire, if tie is well-bred, than of tl e 
dams. In the breeding of sheep for 
mutton aim to increase the size of sheep 
every year, as the early lambs that bring 
the highest prices cannot be secured from 
small sheep owing to their slower 
growth. His the quick-growing lamb 
that gets into market eurly. There is 
bright prospect for the fanner in ke»p- 
ing sheep for mutton and lamb, bin 
wool should only be considered a 
secondary product.—7fi '-onl 


Millions of Oyster .Shells. 


In the south central portion of North 


Dakota lies a butte, or mountain, which 
is a wonderful relic of an ancient era 
when the ocean covered the Slate. It is 
really two buttes. 2oO or more feet in 
height, which are composed of little else 
than oyster shells. They are iu the ex- 
treme southwestern part of Logan coun- 
ty, and probably thirty-five miles east 
of the Missouri river. The base of the 
butte, whioh at a height of about 100 
feet is divided and forms two peaks, 
each about 10U feet high, is about three- 
quarters of a mile in length, oblong in 
shape and lies extended in a northwest- 
ern direction. 
The sides are precipi- 


tous, except at the southern extremity, 
where it is possible to drive, part way up. 


The butte lies in a region almost en- 


tirely settled by the Russians and none, 
so far as could be learned, have even 
visited it or even given it a name. It is 


conspicuous landmark, visible for 


miles in every direction, as it towers 
above the surrounding rolling prairie 
and the valley of the lieaver-a tribu- 
tary of the Missouri river—near which 
it is located. Very little vegetation is 
found on the butle bi-side prickly pear 
and, in favored spots, bunches of grass. 


The northern end of tlie butte, which 


has borne the brunt of wind and rain 
for numberless centuries, is scarred and 
eaten away and presents almost verti- 
cal walls to the northwest winds. Here 
and there on its face are huge blocks of 
the cemented shells, which iorm a kind 
of rock, which, from a distance, appears 
ready to fall outward and downward 
with a crash. The jutting crags and 
rocks make a wild and picturesque sight. 


The southern peak, which can only 


be surmounted after a still climb, is 
nearly Hat on top, oval in contour and 
nothing is visible on the surface but 
oyster shells, some of them whole, ns 
though just opened of their contents, 
some crumbling to dust, as though ex- 
tremely old, while on every hand are 
broken shells of all sizes. An excava- 
tion on the surface reveals naught but 
more shells and a slight intermixture 
of gravel. 


The other peak is somewhat different 


in character and contour, though this, 
like the other is composed of nothing 
but shells. It is rougher and the shells 
seem to have been united into a kind of 
rock, which defies the wind and weather. 
This is separated from the butte by a 
huge block ten or twelve feet square 
and is almost as true a cubs iu general 
outline as though the hammer and wedge 
of the stonecutter had fashioned it. 
Here and there, projecting from the 
sides, are, at intervals, large shells which 
countless frosts have failed to laosen. 
A small cave has been discovered in the 
side of this peak. Shells form its roof, 
its side and its floor. Tlie butte is iso- 
lated, with no hills approaching it ia 
height to be seen in an direction for 
miles.
